JACKSON, Miss., April 23.—Reports of de- 
struction by the cyclone are coming in, At 
Wesson thirteen were killed and sixty wound- 
ed.

HELENA, Mont., April 23.—Information 

having reached Fort Assinaboine that stock 

had been stolen by a raiding party of British 


alry, under command of Capt. Norwood, was 


ordered by the commanding officer at 
Fort Assinaboine, on the evening of 


the 18th inst., to proceed to the 
dayy“ Tine and attempt to intercept the 
raiders. The troops left the fort at 
4 o’clock p. m. of the same day, and traveled 
during the entire night on their way to the 
boundary.

SIX MURDERS 


Docketed for Trial Before Judge 
Van Wagoner in the Criminal 
Court. \

Cases That Have Been Pending for Years in 
the Courts Set Down for Disposition. , 


F or the present week six murder cases are 
docketed in the Criminal Court. ‘The Flan- 
nigan case has been on the docket since Jan- 
uary, 1881; Rose and Emerson since May, 
1881; Frank Braggs, William Woods and 
Kate Douglass since November, 1882, and 
John Nelson and Thomas brennan 
since January of the present year. The 
case of Charles Rose and Calvin Emerson 
are docketed for to-day. Rose and Emerson 
were two colored roustabouts, . While ‘“‘off 
of trips’ they stopped at Goldschmidt’s sa- 
loon on Seventh between Wash and Carr 
streets. 
Denny, a white woman, who was acquainted 
with both the defendants. Ona Sunday af- 
ternoon, April 3, 1881, they visited Gold- 
schmidt’s place and found Lizzie Denny 
and Mary Stewart drinking in a back 
room witha man named George Ingraham. 
A dispute arose and. resulted ina fight, in 
which Ingraham attempted to defend him- 
self with a brick. Rose and Emerson each 
drew a knife and attacked Ingraham, cut- 
ting him several times in the chest and 
body. Ingraham was removed to the City 
Hospital, where he died two days later. Rose 
was Indicted for the murder and Emerson as 
abetting him in the same. Rose was tried 
and convicted once, but the case was re- 
versed in the Court of Appeals. 

KATE DOUGLASS, 
a colored woman, will go to trial to-morrow 
for the murder of Joseph Miller, who was 
killed onthe 15th of Juty in a saloon on 
Wash street, between Sixth and Seventh 
streets. Miller had been living with the wo- 
man in East St. Louis as manand wife and 
had one child by her. Hecame to this city 


and on the date above-mentioned 
she found him drinking in 
the saloon with Birdie Murphy 


and Mattie Ford.She upbraided him for being 
untrue to her, but he ordered her to go home, 
Muttering some threat she left the house, 
but returned shortly armed with a knife 
and meeting Miller in the doorway of the 
saloon said she would kiil him before she 
would see him go with any other woman. 
He attempted to put her off, but she 
drew the weapon and stabbed him in the 
left breast, penetrating the heart and kill- 
ing himinstantly. At the corner of Seventh 
apd Wash streets the police arrested the 
woman, who admits having killed Miller. The 
case Was continued from the last term of the 
court. 

FRANK BRAGGS’ CASE 

is also docketed for a hearing to-morrow, but 
will probably go over to the May term of the 
court: Braggs stands charged with the mur- 
der of Richard Jackson, another colored 
man. ‘The fatal difhculty began in a dispute 
about a colored woman, and Braggs drew a 
revolver and shot Jackson through the left 
breast. This murder occurred in the same block 
with that of Ingraham and-Joseph Miller. 
Braggs and Jackson met in the alley between 
Sixth and Seventh and Wash and Carr 
streets, known as Clabber alley, and settled 
their quarrel before leaving that ill-fauied 
locality. 

JOUN NELSON AND THOMAS BRENNAN 
have never had a trial, although the facts in 
the case of the killing of John Smith have 
already been given from the witness stand 
of the Criminal Court. On the evening of 
September 25, 1881, John Smith, a miner who 
was a stranger in this part, was sitting on a 


beer keg in front of a levee saloon 
at the foot of Poplar street when 
three young men came along and 


wantonly provoked a dispute and fight, dur- 
ing which Smith was fatally cut in the abdo- 
men. He was removed to the City Hospital, 
where he died three days later. For severai 
days the police were unable to discover who 
had intlicted the fatal wound, as the three 
men were unknown to the only 
witness. A few days after the killing 
Mike Weish was arrested. He went to 
trial and was convicted of murder in the 
first degree. The verdict was set aside, and 
Welch pleaded guilty to murder in the 
second degree and was sentenced to ten 
years inthe Penitentiary where he is now 
confined. The January Grand Jury, how- 
ever, returned indictments against John 
Nelson and Thomas Brennan. While Nelson 
is actually cnarged with participation in the 
killing Brennan is only held under bond as 
a witness. It is charged that Nelson hid 
Welsh after the killing. ° 
The Wm. Woods caseis set down for the 
26th inst. Woods is charged with the mur- 
der of a colored porter named Joseph 
Hunter. On the evening of September 5, 
issz, Woods wag passing Seventh and St.. 
Charles, when he met Hunter, whe, 
he thought, had offered him 
av insult. During the altercation which fol-| 
lowed Woods stabbed Hunter through the 
thigh and in the abdomen, inflicting a wound | 
that proved fatal a few moments later, 
The case of 

JAMES P. FLANNIGAN 
is set for the end of the week, and will be 
finally disposed of and taken from the dock- 
et. Flannigan shot and killed the two 
Loughlin boys in ao fight in his 
own saloonon broadway and Montgomery 
street two vears ago, Since then the State 
has not been able to secure the attendance of 
the witnesses, and the defendant, after the 
statutory time in which a trial must be grant- 
ed, moved his discharge. Judge Van Wag- 
goner overruled the motion, but said he 
would be forced todischarge Flannigan if 
a hearing was hot given at the 
present term. ‘The State has not secured the 
witnesses as yet and this action will prob- 
ably be taken in the case when it is called in 
cuurt. Flannigan is out on bond.

When Judge Van Wagoner took the bench 
in the Criminal Court he -handed down » 
batch of motions with decisions.

It starts in at Geneva, flits over to 
Engiand, then dropsinon Russia and ends 
its existence at the River Neva. 

Nihilism is the basis of Gunter’s latest plot 
against the public, and the marriage of P. 
}P. Philkins, who has joined hands with the 
Uzar-slayers, to a Russian lady who is acting 
as the secret agent of the police, furnishes 
the motive of the play. 

Nihilists in Fenian coats haunt every 
scene, and the bold, bad conspirators come 
in droves upon the stage every time an im- 
portant pertormer blows his nose. 

‘The happy ending of the comic hero’s ad- 
ventures brings tke piece to a close, of 
course, and then the conclusion is compul- 
sory that, after all the conspiring that has 
been done against the Czar’s life, the most 
effective way of getting rid of him, 1n a pain- 
ful but reliable manner, would have been to 
invite him to a performance of “Strictly 
Business.”’

The Two Grand Volumes Given to the 
Public by J. Thomas Scharff. 

Mr. J. ‘Thomas Scharff, whois the author 
of several large and important works in the 
historical line treating of Baltimore and 
Maryland, has just given to the public a pro- 
duction of a similar nature in which the his- 
tory of the City of St. Louis and St. Louis 
county is fully and elaborately set forth. 
The work is in two immense volumes 
covering 1,900 pages of solid reading 
It is beautifully bound, neatly printed and 
liberally illustrated, the biographical depart- 
ment having elegant steel engravings of the 
prominent citizens whose lives are discussed, 
and the biographical and political portions 
of the work containing humerous maps and 
charts inexplanation of the various chap- 
ters. ‘The work is gotten outin remarkably 
tine style, and is intensely St. Louis in tone, 
every feature of the city’s interests receiving 
favorable treatment, and the position of St. 
Louis as a center of trade, art, ete., 
being detined in a manner calculated to rec- 
ommend the book to home perusal. ‘The 
only mistake made in this regard was in havy- 
ing the volumes printed Outside of St. Louis 
—Messrs. Louis A. Everts & Co., of Phila- 
deiphia, getting the credit for the neat work 
that is embodied in the publication. 

Both as a book of reference and as a trib- 
ute to the city of whiclf it may justly feel 
thee Mr. Scharit’s work is eutitied to tie 
lighest praise. It seems to be complete 
and entirely reliable. It goes back 
to the first wanderings of the 
pioneer, across the American continent, car- 
ries the reader through the romantic fur- 
trading epoch to the west shores of the Mis- 
Sissippl and at last places him down in the 
tiny trading post established here by La- 
clede. The practical changes whereby the 
face of this section of the country was 
brought to its present disposition are next 
exhaustively treated, and from anecdotal! 
and personal standpoints the entire early 
history of the community is presented so 
charmingly and interestingly that one pauses 
to wvunder these same things were not 
thought of and put together long ago in book 
shape. Mr. Scharff has been unusualiy for- 
tunate in having reliable sources of informa- 
tion for his writings. He has not only done 
a great deal in the line of research himself, 
consulting every volume and document that 
was considered at all valuable, but he has 
had the fine manuscript collection of Fred- 
eric L. Billon at his service, and special de- 
partments have been contributed by such 
gentlemen as Prof. Waterhouse, Mr. Henry 
W. Williams, Prof. H. H, Morgan, Prof. €. 
NM. Woodward, Dr. E. M. Nelson, Dr. Judd 
and others. 

After making the early history of the city 
the subject of numerous pleasant chapters, 
the work goes into detailed discussion of the 
chief features of the place. Its political, 
social and ethical condition, its public and 
private institutions, statistics as to its com- 
merce and its industries are completely re- 
vealed, and as there are six hundred differ- 
ent headings of this kind generally discussed, 
it will be readily seen that Mr. Scharff has 
made his book as full of meatas a cyclopedia 
usually is, and that no subject pas been over- 
looked that could be of any possible interest 
to anybody living in this section of the 


country. Thereader will be astonished in 
picking up either of these vol- 
umes to learn that, aithough 


he may have thought himseif thoroughly 
familiar with everything in and around St. 
Louis, he there finds a hundred ditferent 
things he never dreamt of. Thus in the 
newspaper department he will see the names 
of journals of whose existence 99 out of 100 
people never had the faintest knowledge, and 
so in the religious department,the amusement 
and other portions of the publication. 

Mr. Scharff has been particularly happy in 
selecting and arranging the matter contained 
in his volumes, Every subject is in its 
proper place, and no point is omitted that 
was considered of the slightest historical 
value. From the remotest to the most re- 
cent times all that anybody could desire to 
look lor about the city is to be found in his 
work, and it is a publication that no publie 
man or enterprising or patriotic citizen 
should be withuut.

A FEAST OF BLOOD. 


The Extraordinar 
Cole’s Arabs Yesterday. 


Arab athletes, brought here last Friday for 


teenth and Pine streets. It was noticed then 


the New York harbor, after offering up 
the necessary prayers, still had a further 
ceremony to go through in order to complete 
their thanks-offerings and fully propitiate 
Allah and his prophet Mohammed for their 
safe deliverance in this country. Nothing 
more than the mere statement of the inten- 
tion could be obtained, and indeed the Arabs 
hesitated in giving ‘any information what- 
ever upon the subject even to any of the cir- 
cus attaches. Mr. Cole’s agents were anx- 
ious that the feast, or whatever it might be 


called, should take place in public, that 
the show might thereby gain the ben- 
efitof the advertising that would follow 
such an event; but the Arabs stubbornly 
refused to have the ceremony conducted in 
public, and would say nothing about the 
matter to anybody except Ernest sCook, the 
clown, in whose keeping they journeyed to 
this country from the Holy Land, Nothing 
more was known or said about the. affair un- 
til Saturday night, when the Arabs returned 
to the city from Cape Girardeau. Then 
they told Mr. Cook that, yesterday,being the 
ninth day after their arrival here, the cere- 
mony should take place then and the old 
circus headquarters at the Fair Grounds 
should be the scene of the goings-on. The 
party went tothe ground Saiurday night, 
taking alon a lamb, some tgs 
and a sackful of the material for their feast. 
At sunrise yesterday morning they were all 
at the edge of the lake in the Fair Grounds, 
and, baring their heads to the rising orb, they 
took water in the paims of their hands and 
sprinkled their faces. Sheik Abdallah Ben 
Said then led in prayer, and after a few min- 
utes spent standing at the edge of the lake,

Presenting the blade 
to him, each sitting Arab kissed it, mutter- 
ing something after the salutation. Last of 
ali the Sheik Kissed the knife, then drew it 
across the throat of the lamb, and in a 
moment the red blood was flowing. ‘laking 
some in his hands, the Sheik sprinkled the 
Arabs with the red fluid, and another shout 
of joy went up. Next lifting the lamb in 
iis arms the Sheik carried it to each Arab, 
and each, holding his joined palms under the 
stream, caught a quantity of the blood, which 
was tirst sipped and then dashed in the face. 
Every man was served inthis way, the Sheik 
taking the last draught and receiving the 
last gory sprinkling himself after depositing 
the aying lamb on the block. A quantity of 
figs Was next sprinkied with the vlood, and 
then, the block being removed, a fire was 
built in the middie of the circle and the figs 
placed therein to roast. While the cooking 
process Was going forward, each Arab, with 
aknife taken irom his belt, dug a hole in 
the ground behind him, and, wrapping a 
gold dvoilar and a_ silver’ ten-cent 
piece together in a white cloth, placed these, 
with a smali green father, in the earth, and 
covered them up as they sang. ‘The roasted 
tigs were partaken of with still bloody faces 
and the Sheik pronouncing a final prayer, 
the awtul ceremony was at anend. ‘ihey 
explained to Mr, Cook that the green feather 
was a special tribute to Mohammed whose 
sacred color is greeu,and that the two metals 
used were meant to siguify to Allah and his 
prophet that their subjects intended to honor 
them in this country, whose principal coin 
is silver, as they had honored and re- 
vered them in the wild homes of their 
fathers, Where goid is the medium ot barier 
Ihe offering of tae lamb’s blood wasa grate- 
ful return ior the protection afforded tuem 
in life and limb during the great journey 
they hau made into a strange land.
